S.R.O. 214/62-GP/66.—In exercise of powers conferred by Section 4 of the 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1947 ,(XLVII of 1947j, and of all other powers enabling 
It in this behalf, the Central Government hereby mokes the following Order, 
namely: — 

1 (a) This Order maj be called the Land Improvement Loans and Agricul¬ 

turists’ Loans (Application to (he State of Pondicherry) Order, 1956. 

(b) It shall come into force at once. 

2 The provisions of the Land Improvement Loans Act, 1883 (XIX of 1883T, 
and Agriculturists’ Loans Act, 1884 (XII of 1884) (hereinafter referred to as the 
said Acts) and the Rules made thereunder by the Government of Madras, are 
hereby applied, to, and shall be in force in, the State of Pondicherry (hereinafter 
referred to as the said State) subject to— 

(a) any amendments to which the said Acts ore for the time being generally 

subject in the territories to which they extend; and 

(b) the subsequent provisions of this Order. 

3 Any reference in the said Acts and the Rules made thereunder by the Govern¬ 
ment of'Madras to the State Government or to a law not in force, or to any 
functionary not in existence, in the said State shall be construed as a reference 
to the Central Government, or to the corresponding law, if any, in force, or to 
the correspinding functionary in existence, in the said State, as the case may be: 

Provided that if any question arises as to who such corresponding functionary 
is, the decision of the Central Government thereon shall be final.
